late 


President and his wife brought into j 
history, was shocked into numb griet 
and quiet, respectful bereavement. 


Mrs. Harding had grown 
slowly 


worse from hour to hour for the las? 
week. Practically the last evidence 
of consciousness was the whispered 
expression of her 
appreciation 
fo> 


the telegram of hope and good wishes 
from President and Mrs. Coolidgo, 
which was read to her yesterday 
morning. She had been in a semi- 
comatose state during most of Wed- 
nesday afternoon and night, and with 
a half smile, after signifying that she 
understood the White House messago 
Mrs. Harding lapsed into a condition 
of almost complete coma. 


Dr. Carl W. Sawyer, her physician, 


in making the 
announcement said 


that chronic nephritis and miocardl- 
tis, with evidence of sydro-nephrosis, 
were the cause of death.

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Barbless Hook Teaches Both Good Sportsman- 


ship and Good Technique

lOME ten yap* ago, in the late summer, I.was paddling across a 


mirror-liko^pond in the woods of Maine. It was a pond famous 
for its fighting trout and their skill, in evading the anglers lure: 
For MI hour or so I 'had cast in vain, and 'then suddenly from be- 


hind a lily-pa**-peat fish rose and struck at my dry fly with that rush 
which never ffjla'^r'zhrill the anglers heart, no matter how many times 
Le may have scon It. When the fish'wearied, I drew it toward the boat., 


"That's too fine a fish to kill so late in the season," I said. "I'll slack 


jnv line and let him escape." I slacked the line,'but nothing happened. 
I'was forced to net the fish'and extract the hook, which was deeply em- 
bedded in its tongue. Even though the hook: was released .as gently as 
possible it was no use. When I put the fish back in the water lift.sank, 


UUv upward, to the bottom. 


' -Xo nlore fishing for me today," I thought. "I can't 20 on.killing 


fish that I don't want to keep." 


It was soon'after this that a veteran angler introduced me to.'the 


barbies* hook. . . . It is a curious thing that so many^inglers. who 
have had no experience with the barbless hook regard it as the hobby of 
t-ureiui.-Ls. 'it is nothing of the kind. It' is a serviceable and effective 
•nding instrument which not only.protects the fish that are returned to 
the water but also teaches anglers better angling practice. 'With the 


efc hook a slack line means a greater chance to lose the iish. Careless 
, of which anglers who never use anything but barbed hooks are too 


frequently guilty, are almost impossible with the barbless hook. I 'know 
aothiag other than the barbless hook which teaches both good sportsman- 
ihip ami good technique. 


If wo are to preserve our angling for future generations, we must 


§<« to it not only that our bagjimits are reasonable'in size but also that 
the fish which arc not creeled but which are returned to the water should 
be given a fair chance to live and propagate their kind. . .• . I sincerely 
believe that all good sportsmen who give the barbless hook a fair.trial will- 
never rotum to the barbed variety.
